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1. Claims 13 and 39-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as obvious over Masutomi et al., Yamashita et al. or Budz et al . 
for the same reasons as set forth in item No. 2 of the first 
Office action filed October 6, 2004. Applicants 1 argument that 
the applied prior art does not disclose using colloidal gold 
sulfide prepared by the method of claim 11 for sensitizing in the 
process of claim 13 is unconvincing since it has not been shown 
that the colloidal gold sulfide prepared by the method of claim 
11 is materially different from the colloidal gold sulfide of the 
applied prior art. In regard to new claims 39-41, L 1 and L 2 are 
not necessarily present in the gold sulfide used to sensitize the 
silver halide emulsion. The method of claim 13 includes using a 
colloidal gold sulfide prepared by instant claim 11 wherein the 
colloidal gold sulfide is separated from the remaining reaction 
mixture or the reaction byproducts of claim 11 are removed prior 
to using the prepared colloidal gold sulfide for chemical 
sensitizing.
